An enthusiast from sunny Italy next told of the ceremonies of his native land 



Lengthy cele- 
brations start perhaps five days before Christmas, ending well on into the hew year. In the towns 
every night, is carnival night, when all the people, in carriages, if wealth permits, on foot if poor, go 
up and down the streets of the place, showering all within reach with confetti and various kinds ot 
sweetmeats. The streets arc very colourful, for everybody wears a masque and a multi-coloured 
paper costume, while floats, gay with decoration, arc seen in all directions. Houses arc bedecked 
with flags of every kind, while the stores make special efforts to, attract the eye. 

On Christmas Day, a family reunion is usually held, the whole party meeting at an immense 
dinner which lasts well over the two hour mark. Following the meal, a dance is held until High 
Mass, about ten o'clock, land then more dancing. Christmas presents arc exchanged between mem- 
bers of the family only. The same proceedings arc followed on New Year's Day, except that gifts 
arc rarer than at Chrstmas. The poor people arc generally excited by raffles, often for a fat cow, 
which arc drawn on New Year's Eve. • j 

In the country parts of Italy, the large landowners never forget to visit their tenants on Christ- 
mas Eve, laden with large baskets of "sportc", or paltry gifts. Among the richer classes, the events 
arc very like those held by their social equals in the towns. 

* * * * . * * 
A man who had served in the Army in India gave an interesting account of the efforts of the 
lammics" to, make Christmas resemble the day they were missing in England. And they succeeded 
extraordinarily well, considering the climate and the country. If the regiment happened to be sta- 
tioned in the Hills, there would likely be snow on the ground, making the men feel more at home. 
1 here was always a large Christmas dinner in the men's mess, with turkeys and plum pudding and 
other delicacies of the season. The Scottics usually held their dinner on New Year's Day; inviting 
any English regiments to share their meal. As the English always reciprocated in kind, if' battalions 
from both countries were stationed near each other, the men got two special dinners. The informant 
could give little information as to the customs of the Christian Indians. All the natives with whom 
he had come into connection had been Mohammedans. 

A well known authority on Indians of the Far West was the next to tell of his experiences. At 
Christmas time, many tribes he had vjsitcd, such as Crées and Black feet, sang curious old songs and 
chants; and repeated ancient folklore. These were generally expressed in a mixture of French patois 
ami Indian tongues, but they bore indisputable evidences of Druidical customs. The explanation of 
the pe.rpet nance of Drmdicalism among Canadian Indians was simple. The early French settlers in 
Canada still retained Druidical superstitions when- they arrived in this country and these they trans- 
mitted, through the co,uricrs-dc-bois, to the Indians who not unnaturally associated them with 
t-linstmas ceremonies. 

****** 
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Lately returned from China, the next speaker described the "White Christmas" of many of our 
missions. On the day of the Sunday-School festival, usually held on Christmas Dav. all the youth- 
itil converts brought to the headquarters small white presents for the poor. White" rice was given, 
pr perhaps a white bit of cloth. In doing this, the children unwittingly followed a custom that or- 
iginated about B.C. bOO m the Northern Empire. The All Highest in that distant era commanded 
ii at laitlitul subjects make to him, once a year, a present of some object, white, to signify the puritv 
o tlic donors love for. him. The poorer citizen could give, like the little mission child, a handful 
o pure rice the wealthy trader 'would probably offer a gift of white ivory, or a snow white horse, 
llius started a tradition that the Christian missionaries found and turned to good account, for the

Jce-cariiivals, and wmtcr-sporty competitions arc always found among thc Christmas doings 
in the Alps but these are largely patronized by' holiday-making foreigners. Splendid carnivals arc 
Ail ™ ' , n j m towns hhzé with decorations and thc bright colours of thc happy crowds. 
All is carefree and jolly, with no exceptional custom found only in Switzerland. But thc Canadian 
must have thoroughly enjoyed Christmases in Switzerland for he sighed whenever he spoke of them.

A British West Indian, when approached on thc Campus, shivered to think of thc difference be- 
tween the winter he will spend in Montreal this year and thc ones passed on thc sunny shores of 
Jamaica. rhe,re is no snow in Jamaica; at least, he never came upon any. In thc sunny south, every- 
body exchanged presents and cards. The hospitals were overwhelmed with -lowers and the poor 
were rarely forgotten. J he speaker had had little experience of Montreal Christmases, but at

It really is quite useless, my writing upon this subject. When- 
ever I open my mouth and say something about football, the an- 
swering chorus is, "Oh well, but bow could we expect a poor for- 
eigner to understand our national game?" And then follows a 
Chant of Praise to the wondrous and altogether-marvelous effect of 
the game upon our academic, our national and our racial life. Until 

I subside and ask whether anyone has seen "The Ten Command- 
ments." For somehow or other, that shoddy and maudlin repre- 
sentation of a tin Moses seems to bear the same relation to the true 
story of ]£xodus as modern college football has to a sound develop- 
ment of healthy sport. And whenever I contemplate the sombre 
mausoleums that stand in Cambridge and New Haven and Prince- 
ton (and that some day will stand wheTever three yokels are met 
together in the name of Higher Learning) I feel inclined to regard 
them as the tomb-stones underneath which repose the ancient and 
honorable ideals of the free Commonwealth of Scholars. 

Mind you. 1 have nothing against the stadia (or stadiums or 
stadiumscs, or whatever you wish to call them in an un-Greek age.) 
This is a free world. Go ahead and build all the stadiums and 
hooch-fact orics and bawdey-houses you wish, but do not build them 
on the campus. For these temples of greed are erected to other 
Gods than those that ought to be worshipped within the confines of 
an honorable Rcpubic of Letters. Whercfor, in my simple mind, I 
condemn theni from now on and evermore. Amen. 

Of course, I know the usual answer; the cheering crowds, the 
gay sights, the strong virile he-men, idolizing the even stronger, 
more virile he-coach, the grand young future before the boy that 
makes the winning punt, admitted straightway to a prominent posi- 
tion as bond -chaser in Lee Higginson's well-known counting-house. 

Suppose lhat all these things were true, which they arc not, 
what in God's name have they to do with University life? 

The cheering crowds use the football game as an anaesthetic 
for their own vacuous boredom. They would rush in triple num- 
bers to bull-fights if these were allowed on the northern banks of 
the Rio Grande. 

The strong, virile he-men, eleven (or a hundred if you count 
in the subs) out of four or five thousand candidates, nine times out 
out of ten are muts with heavy muscles and heavy hams cajoled into 
an academic career by the promise of certain indulgences compared 
to which the indigencies which so upstc the honest soul of the Rev. 
Dr. Martinmtis Luther were innocent rain-checks. 

While they arc undergoing what is commonly called "training" 
they arc fed disgusting slabs of red beef and arc therefore unable to 
do any work which requires concentrated attention such as the 
learning by heart of the table of multiplication or the Statute of 
Limitations. They are fed warmed-over editorials by Doc. Crane 
about "Jesus on the Bleechers" and Saint Paul on the Field of Bat- 
tle, and this may account for the fact that they cheat with a sort of 
early-Christian simplicity which is almost touching.

SHOULD USE HELMETS 

ARMOUR AND GUIDES 



In view of the present stage of de- 
velopment oT civilization and tlio 
many Important ami bonofiolnl dis- 
coveries which havo recently been 
made In almost every flo'd of human 
endeavor iiM thinking pooplo must 
surely bo Impressed with the great 
backwardness which Is evident In ono 
science, or perhaps It is an art. which 
touches very nearly the hearts and 
also the purses, of practically every- 
body today. The subject referred to 
is of course (he venerable custom of 
Christ mas shopping. 

Many serious casualties both phy- 
sical ami mental might 'be prevented 
by the introduction of a few simple 
regulations for the protection of that 
very considerable proportion of so- 
ciety which does not "do Its Christ- 
inas shopping early,'-' All the stores 
should during the Christmas rush em- 
ploy traffic, policemen.

Many have follow- 
ed suit. .Vow they hâve a Boston 
bull, which cat: anything except, nf 
course, beef. It is not a cannibal. 

S — Students must show that they 
have walked at least two miles every 
dHj-. Pedometers were bought by 
tho faculty and distributed ainonp 
the students. Many tacked tho things 
on their pc-:s, and ran up as much <is 
twenty-five miles a day. 

0 — When Shakespeare companies. o ; - 
other arrangements, visited the lora.' 
theatre, ntudenti hud to attend 7-S of 
thu performances (This was easy 
because all they îiad to do was tc 
teach their understudies bow to ye'' 
the College ye'l) .

The evolution of Mock Parliaments 
al M CO 111 presents itself as a subject 
upon which much might be said. 
Those who are familiar with the pre- 
sent sessions of that body mid the 
efficiency and seriousness of the de- 
bates that lake place will realize 
what a far cry the present "Mocks'' 
are from the days when tho meetings 
of the MçCilll politicians wore, In the 
fullest extreme, nothing but mockery 
and elaborate buffoonery. One Is 
told too, that in those days the mem- 
bers used lo have rare evenings ot 
mirth and fun, and this Is borne out 
by consultation of the Dally riles 
which tell of the Government "Sur- 
viving a Wild Session" and the dis- 
cussing of problems such as "Long- 
er Skirts for Co-eds," "Abolition of 
Smoking," and of "Movie Censor- 
ship." 

Good as these sessions may have 
been (here is not the least doubt 
that those of to-day by far excel 
them. It Is true perhaps thai In those 
far off days the sessions may have 
been belter attended, It Is also true 
that excitement may have been more 
Intense and that chairs were broken 
and all the elements of low comedy 
were brought. In. Hut how much bet- 
tor is the "Mock" now with Its clear- 
ly-defined problems. Its Interest In 
problems of mora than passing Im- 
portance, and its coalitions ami divi- 
sions which provide all the fun, and 
yet all Hie proper atmosphere of tho 
real House of Parliament of the 
Dominion . 

On Thursday. February 22, 1021, a 
rather frisky session of the "Mock" 
wns held and ihe Bally reports the 
following: "The session of tho Mock 
Parliament held in tho . Union last 
night proved quite spirited,) though a 
division ou I he main bill before the 
house was postponed due to the de- 
sire of both Government and Opposi- 
tion members to be at the C.I'.H. 
station in time to cheer the teams 
leaving for Toronto." This reflects 
indeed the altitude of the Parlia- 
ments of old. And yet one must not 
condemn them loo severely. They 
served their purpose, paved the way 
for the present institution, and as 
such must remain and must hold a 
plucc in the study of tho evolution ot 
McGlli politics. ' 

The change too, in the attitude of 
the press, in the calling of frequent 
party caucuses, and the working up 
of enthusiasm among the students in 
the issues involved, has greatly add- 
ed to the intercet in, and success of, 
the institution. The time is yet to 
come, no doubt, when the students 
will In addition to the interest they 
take in the body, divide according to 
the question and not according to 
the parties with which they sit. The 
thing may seem Impossible, but al- 
ready there is a tendency towards 
that and it is to be highly command- 
ed. 

Hut what this institution around 
MeGJll is doing more than anything 
else l s to foster that interest in na- 
tional and international questions 
which every . student should have, 
it is lo McGill and similar Institu- 
tions that Canada look B for her fut- 
ure statesman and If the Parliament 
is In any way a success It is In the 
fact that it furnishes a floor whore 
opinions may be voiced and whore 
the embryo statesmen of the Domin- 
ion may have their first groundings 
in Parliamentary procedure -and in 
the essential of true and sane Gov- 
ernment. The 1'arllamont Is, in fact, 
more than a mere mockery, and tho 
more this will ho realized there will 
no doubt be greater assurance for 
the future of this body which l« fast 
making history around college. 

Even as it is, things look very 
bright for the McGlli .Mock Purllu- 
ment, not only in the sessions thai 
arc to be held after the holiday sea- 
son this year but in those which will 
take place In years to come.

A friendly talk by Professor Chn's. 
Dee; Bacchus professor of gustaln- 
rlcs at McGlli University, to nret 
your students. 

First year students will be persuad- 
ed to attend u great many banquets 
during the second term of their col- 
lege year, und tho science of prepar- 
ing for such an affair is usually 
unknown t,> them, and, as a conse- 
quence, they full into many quag- 
mires, from spilling tea to splitting 
infinitives. 

A student should go without his 
ten, because he will need all his time 
for dressing. The first offence usually 
Indulged In Is the wearing of any 
other than a navy-blue suit. 

Trousers absolutely must be creas- 
ed. They should be pinned in the 
backs of two chairs opposite a trap, 
door In the celling. The student then

Three New Fellowships for 
Women Students 

The American Association of Uni- 
versity women offering two follov,-- 
M. ps for Mritlau wonicn •>( gruduale 
stiinfllng. to carry on rcsearcii work. 
These are worth one thousand dollars 
each One provides for the- holder to 
study for one year in any country 
other than her own while the oilier is 
for research carried on in American 
Colleges and Universities, only. 

The "Scandinavian Fellowship," Is 
open to all members of Associations 
or Fédérations of University women 
forming branches of tho International 
Federations. The fellowship will lie 
awarded by the Society's committee 
in Fellowships, by May J, 1925, and 
will be tcnablo at any approved uni- 
versity or institution in a country 
other than that in which tho follow 
has received her previous education, 
or bus habitually resided. The tenure 
of tho Fellowship shall be from July/ 
191'S. 

Applications lor this fellowship 
should be sent In first to the secretary 
of the National Association of the 
Federation of University Women to 
which the candidate belongs. Each 
candidate shall describe a scheme of 
research and submit a dissertation or 
published work in additional evidence 
of her ability. At tho end of tenure, 
the Follow is required to send a re- 
port Into the Secretary of the Inter- 
national Fédération together with 
a statement by some professor as tu 
its value. 

The Hose Sidgwtck Memorial 
Scholarship value one thousand 
dollars, has been established by 
American and tho American Associat- 
ion of University women, in memory 
of Rose Sldgwlck, a member of the 
British educational .Mission which 
visited the United States in 1918: and 
in recognition of lier services to tho 
causo of Anglo-Amurlcan friendship.

Patience Outweighs 
lollege Training 

"What the college graduate engaged 
in business or industrial work needs 
to do is to forget the fact thai he is 
a college man." was the statement 
made by C. J. 1 licks, noted labor au- 
thority, to the Princctonian. Mr. 
1 ticks, who is assistant 10 the Pres- 
ident of the Standard Oil Company, 
went on to say that two years' expe- 
rience "at the bottom rung of the 
ladder." Iri association with the work- 
ing class, was essential to the uni- 
versity alumnus who expects to ad- 
vance. 

"The Standard Oil's policy in re- 
gard to college men." continued Mr. 
Hicks. "1* to mix them in with the 
crowd, and to make them forget that 
they ever were anything else than 
working men. We want them— we 
need them, but «hère is no other 
method. The man who hopes to at- 
tain to a higher office must get In 
with the mass of employees and 
prove his worth to them first. Other- 
wise it is more than probable that he 
will be a victim of tie prejudice on 
the part of his fellow workars." 
... When aeked whomade the bettor ox 
ecutive, the man with a general col- 
lege education, the man with a spe- 
cialized technical training, or the man 
who has worked his way up from the 
ranks, the labor authority replied 
"As usual, the answer to such a 
que-stion is that one never can in'.\ at 
all definitely. It depend* entirely on 
the man himself— on his ability, hi* 
personality. He may bo qualified for 
management In one department and 
yet fall down in another. Many men, 
as you know, with the best sort of 
training and credentials possible, fail 
when it cornes to actual practice. 
Otlhers with nothing to speak of in 
the way of higher education make 
good immediately. The Standard Oil, 
like all other firms, is trying to got 
some basis on which lo choose men, 
but 'the system Is still largely expert, 
mental." 

In discussing the subject of train- 
ing, Mr, Hicks declared that he had 
a great respect for the modern bual_ 
ness school, such as those recently 
established at Columbia and Harvard. 
On being asked whether he considered 
a length, of lime in the Industrial 
world preferable to a course in econ- 
omics at college, he maintained that 
though it depends mainly on what one 
is interested in, two or throe years in 
a business school added to the study 
of economics would be far more ad- 
visable In most cases titan starling 
immediately In the working field. 

"EJven though the post-graduate 
training at such an Institution seems 
to set one back a few years," the 
Standard Oil official said. "I am sure 
that in the end it proves a wise In- 
vestment. In the first two years of 
acuta! employment the training gain, 
ed there may not seem very profit- 
able, but later the man from business 
school finds himself at an advantage 
and overtakes the untrained men. 

"It takes a long time for the fel- 
low with à U.S. or A.IÎ. degre* to 
stop Ihinkinffiiuf his college curriculum 
and renily got. assimilated into the 
new scheme of things in a large firm. 
The man who wails, learns the trade 
from his own experience and doesn't 
expect to be considered for the board 
of dlr-cotors In a few years is bound 
to rise. The fact that men with every 
advantage of modern education, but 
who nrc Impatient, fail in agencies 
where others with less schooling aro 
a.ble to succeed is one important rea. 
son for the prejudice which sti|l ex- 
ists umong long-standing members of 
a firm agatnot the man rroali from
